Unanimously Approves 
Reestablishment of De-

POOLE IS BELIEVED 
IN LINE FOR PLACE 


Would Be First Assistant 
Chief and In Line To 
Succeed Beavers at Head 
of Force. 


Initial steps looking towards rein- 
gtatement of A. Lamar Poole, deposed 
head of the Atlanta detective force as 
chief of that recreated department, 
with the title of assistant chief of po- 
lice were believed to have been taken 
+ Wednesday night at the first session 
" of the 1927 police committee of city 
council. 

The committee approved unanimous- 
ly a recommendation of Chief of Police 
James L. Beavers to reestablish the 
detective department, which was 
abolished at the beginning of the Wal- 
ter A. Sims administartion in 1923, 
and the selection of a chief of detec- 
tives to be known as first assistant 
of the police department. This po- 
litical observers declare, will mean 
the rise to power again of Poole, who, 
since he was fired, has served as 
patrolman and later traffic signal box 
operator before intsallation of auto- 
matic controls. He later was placed 
in the plain clothes squad. 3 

Although Chief Beavers maintained 


a non-committal attitude, he did not} 


deny that he will recommend Poole for 
the post in the event council passes 
the paper. He stated that anything 
he would say at this time would be 
premature and might be misconstrued. 
It is known, however, that Chief 
Beavers regards Poole as one of his 
most trusted lieutenants, and one of 
the most efficient members of the de- 
partment: 
Chief May Retire. 

Following the chief’s reinstatement 
to the position from which he was 
ousted by the police committee, he 
recommended Poole as his first choice 


for promotion in the department. The 
1926 committee declined to follow his 
recommendation, and named another 
man. 

/ersistant rumors are that the chief 
plans to quit his post this summer 
and accept a pension, to which he is 
entitled under the law, and that he 
is grooming Poole for the chief’s po- 
sition. If Poole were elevated to the 


post of first assistant chief he would | 


be the logical nominee as head of the | 
department in the event a vacancy oc 
curred there.

To Revise Rules. 


Revision of rules of the department 
will take place at ap early date, and 
the chief's hand is expected to be seen 
in many of the changes which it is 
expected a special subcommittee will 
recommend. Dr. C. J. Vaughan, A. 
J. Orme and Chief Beavers compose 
the rules revision committee. 

Just as soon as council passes the 
recommendation regarding reestablish- 
ment of the detective bureau, and the 
paper is signed by Mayor I. N. Rags- 
dale, the committee is expected to 
abolish the plain clothes squad of the 
department, and organize the detective 
department with Poole as head.

WM FERGUSON 
ASSALS CRITICS 
OF PARDON RECORD 


‘After Hitting Back at 
Law Officers Texas, Ex- 
ecutive Announces 28 
New Clemency Acts. 


Austin, Texas, January 12.—(/)— 
Jovernor Miriam A. Ferguson today 
struck back at critics of her pardon 
policy, while the courts of a second 
county in the state postponed sen- 
tencing of criminals until after the 
woman executive leaves office Jan- 
uary 18. 

In a_ statement Mrs; Ferguson 
challenged her opponents to cite any 


justified.” 

To prevent the further pardoning 
of convicts from “Iarris county, Judge 
White Boyd, of the crjminal district 
court at Houston, today agreed to 
withhold the sentencing of all crim- 
inals until Governor Ferguson’s term 
expires. Judge Boyd acted at the re-

Pardons Cause Action. 

Action in Harris county followed 
continuance of all criminal cases in 
Bexar county (San Antonio) yester- 
yday as a result of the flood of pardons 
issued by Mrs. Ferguson. There was 
no let-up today in the stream of par- 
-dons that have been issuing from the 
executive office. Twenty-seven full 
pardons and one conditional pardon 
were granted by the governor, the total 
of her clemency acts mounting to 
3,205. 

In less than two years Mrs. Fergu- 
son has exceeded by 765 the clemency 
record for Texas establishedj by her 
husband, James E, Ferguson, before

Committee Asked To In- 
crease Education Fund 
From 26 to 30 Per Cent 
of All Revenue. — 


Clearing house officials Wednesday 
put the city school board and members 
of the citizens’ committee appointed 
to supervise expenditures of the de- 
partment of education for the year on 
notice that under no conditions ‘will 
that organization advance money to 
operate the school department this 
fall. The information was conveyed 
to the city finance ‘committee Wed- 
nesday afternoon by Harold Hirsch, 
chairman of the citizens’ committee, 

Responsibility for raising adequate 
funds to continue to operate Atlanta’s 
sixty-odd. schools thus was placed on 
the finance. committee. Mr. Hirsch’s 
address was supplemented by speeches 
from W. D. Hoffman, chairman of 
the current expenditures committee of 
the board, and Willis A. Sutton, su- 
perintendent of schools. 

Although the citizens’ committee has 
not yet agreed on any definite budget, 
it will ask of city council and the 
mayor, Mr. Hoffman and other 
speakers appealed for 30 per cent of 
the city’s group revenue instead of 
the 26 per cent as provided by law. 

Members Nonplussed. 

The finance body took the appeal un- 
der advisement, but members express- 
ed themselves as being unable to see 
how the 30 pert cent could be granted 
schools and at the same time operate 
other departments of the city govern- 
ment, All were deeply interested in 
the task of reaching a ripe? > of the 
financial crisis which the department 
will face during the year. 

“Officials of the clearing house as- 
sociation notified..me today that its 
will. advandR®.no.. further 
funds to operate the schools,’” Mr. 
Hirsch said. “This statement puts 


must in some way solve the problem 
of raising enough money to keep them 
running. We cannot go ‘to the asso- 
ciation for another loan this fall.” 
“It will take $3,130,000 to operate 
the school department this year, ex- 
cluding the deficit which must be 
made up,’ Mr. Hoffman said. “We 
are asking you to agree to pay into 
the school fund 30 per cent vf the 
city’s gross receipts instecd of the 
26 per cent which muSt be paid under 
the law.

Washington, January 12.—(4)—An 
unfavorable report on President Cool- 
ige’s nomination of Cyrus E. Woods, 
of Pennsylvania, to be a member of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
was yoted today by a senate commit- 
tee, 8 to 6.

Add Two Cents to Retail 
Price, Effective at Once;

With gasoline prices increased two 
cents per gallon by the Sinclair Re- 
fining company Wednesday, announce- 
ment was made by the Standard Oil 
company that a similar advance would 
be effective in its retail and whole 
sale prices today. At the same time 
the Pan-American Petroleum corpora- 
tion and the Wofford Oil company 
declared that gasoline would remain

If our information is correct it is 
the opinion of Mrs. Chaplin’s counsel 
and this will be recommended to the 
receivers, that this sum of $250 a 
week should be paid for the support of 
Mr. Chaplin’s two children, who have 
not received anything from their 
father in the last month, instead 
of going to Miss Purviance.”

REPORT OF MEXICAN 
AGREEMENT DENIED 


Sacasa Asserts First 
Arms Bought for Upris- 
ing Came From U. S. 
With Official Sanction. 


Puerto Cabezas, Nicaragug, Janu- 
ary 12.—President Coolidge’s special 
message to congress and Mexico is 
tatamgunt to a declaration of war 
against the Nicaraguan people if it is 
confirmed by the United States gov- 
ernment, Liberal President Jhan B. 
Sacasa told the United News tonight 
in an exclusive statement. 

Sacasa declared sections of the 
Coolidge message were “erroneous” 
and “inaccurate.” He denied charges 
regarding Mexican support of the 
revolutionary movement and said that 
the first arms bought for the present 
uprising came from the United States 
with the sanction of tbe American 
state department, 

Alliances Feined. 

“In. order to divert American pub- 
lic opinion,” said Sacasa, “extrava- 
gant reasons “withdut foundation are 
given to explain intervention. Among 
these are claims of an alliance be- 
tween Nicaraguan liberals and Mexi- 
co, the need for protection of Ameri- 
can canal rights and the need for 
protection of American lives and 
property. There exists no motive or 
menace of any kind against the United 
States.” 

Sacasa’s statement opened with 
categorical denial of any agreement 
with Mexico or any other government. 
“We bought arms first from _ the 
United States and then wherever we 
could,” he said. “We were encour- 
aged in eur attitude by declarations 


of the United States department and ' 


its minister to Central America, made 


vafter the Chamorro-Diaz coup ‘d'etat.

Sacasa expressed surprise’ that 
President Coolidge insisted the United 
States government should uphold the 
Diaz regime in Managua. 

“If this declaration is confirmed,” 
said Sacasa, “it would be tantamount 
to a declaration of war against the 
Nicaraguan people whom I legally 
represent. Such confirmation woul 
leave me no other course than to re- 
sign, abandoning my posts to econ- 
omize for Nicaragua if for nothing 
more than the risk of an absurd and 
unequal war with’ the-United States.”

Swain Far Below Normal 

in Mental Condition, 
Prison Commission Is 
Told. 


Commutation of death sentence 
imposed on James A. Swain, of Macon, 
convicted of killing J. Walter Johnson, 
of that city, was recommended Wednes- 
day by the state prison commission jo 
a report submitted to Governor Clif- 
ford Walker. The commission recom- 
mended that the death sentence be com- 
muted to life imprisonment, basing its 
action on recommendations of the trial 
judges and on its findings after a pe- 
rusal of records in the case. January 
26 has been fixed as the date for the 
execution. 

In its report, the commission cited 
a letter from Judge H. A. Mathews, ol 


Bibb superior court, who presided at. 


the trial of Swain i:; February, 1925, 
and also submitted a letter from Dr. 
H. D. Allen, Jr., alienist, who de- 
clared that Swain was below normal 
in mental capacity at the time be com- 
mitted the murder. 

Swain shot Johnson to death on 
one of the ayaa business streets 
of Macon. e contended at the trial 
that Johnson was-keeping compazty 
with his wife, from whom he was se,- 
arated, and had persisted in driving 
Mrs. Swain in front of Swain’s place 
of business in an automobile Swain had 
presented to his wife. 

Judge Mathews wrote that he he 
lieved, after hearing evidence in the 
ease, that Swain was not normal men- 
tally at the time he shot Johnson. Dr. 
Allen wrote that he had applied the 
Binet-Simon test to Swain and that 
it showed he had the mentality of a 
12-year-old child. 

In view of these letters and this 
evidence, the commission decided to 
recommend commutation. The report 
of the commission is simply submitted 
to the governor as a recommendation 
and is not binding in any way on the 
executive. 

Governor Walker was not in the 
city at the time the report was filed 
in his office. He will return Thurs- 
day and will set a date for a final 
hearing of the plea for a commuta- 
tion of Swain’s sentence.

Failing in his 
quest here, Sacasa went directly to 
Mexico City and joined forces with 
Calles. 
_ The indications tonight are that as 
a result of the president’s message 
relating events in Nicaragua and Mr. 
Kellogg's amplification of administra- 
_ tion policy, Mr. Coolidge will have the 
backing of congress in the course he 
is pursuing to put down the Nicara- 
uan revolution and protect American 
interests in Central America. 

Mr. Kellogg was closely questioned 
for two hours or more by senators 
who have been critical of the admin- 
istration policy. He answered with a 
wealth of detail on nearly every point 
touched upon. After the session ended 
it transpired that an overwhelming 
majority of the senators composing 
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Coolidge ¢ eritiea. 
administration had justified its course 
completely. 
Plans Indorsement. 
Senator Moses, republican, New 
Hampshire, who initiated the inquiry 
with a resolution calling for the cor- 


|respondence betweeh Washington and 


the Diaz government, contemplates in- 
troducing a resolution indorsig the 
administration’s Nicaraguan policy. 

“The president's message and Sec- 
retary Kellogg’s statement today have 
satisfied me that the United States 
has recognized the lawfully consti- 
tuted government of Nicaragua, and 
that the administration has taken a 
commendable course in protecting our 
interests and upholding the Monroe 
doctrine,” said Senator Moses. “I 
doubt that there will be four mem- 
bers of the committee who will con- 
tinue to criticise the administration 
after today.” 

Senator Borah, republican, Tdaho, 
chairman of the committee, was un- 
convinced by the Kellogg exposition. 

“No new facts were brought out,” 
said the senator. 

“Have you changed your opinicn 
that Sacasa should be recognized?” 
he was asked. 

“T do not change my mind when no 
new facts have been added,” he re- 


plied. 
Borah Is Helpless. 

Senator Borah is inclined to think 
that nothing can be done now, how- 
eyer, to remedy the wrong which he 
believes has been done by the admin- 
istration in Nicaragua. He contem- 
plates making a speech on the subject 
in the senate and letting it zo at that. 

Senator Johnson (republican, Cali- 
fornia), who recently assailed the pa- 
cifistic tendencies of the administra- 
tion, found no cause for: indignation 
in the Nicaraguan affair.

Quotes Resolution. 
Kellogg's. memorandum said that 
bolshevik aims in this respect were 
set forth in a resolution of the third 
congress of the red ; 
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are there. Unquestionably the pro- 
tection of American interests in that 
region is of the highest importance.” 
In the committee meeting, Senator 
Johnson said, according to report, that 
it would impair our prestige through- 
out Latin-America if we were to with- 
draw from Nicaragua now. He re- 
cently sailed through the Panama ¢a- 
nal on his son’s yacht and visited 
Central American ports and was able 
to give his colleagues a description 
of conditions in those countries, 
Property of Italians. 


“Why, the entire port of Corinto in 
Nicaragua,” said Senator Johnson, “‘is 
virtually the property of one Italian 
corporation. Do you think for one 
moment that if we should fail to fur- 
nish protection to the Italians in ,Co- 
rinto it would be very long before 
Mussolini would move in there and 
run the whole show?’ 

“We know what would happen, for 
we had an illustration in Haiti during 
the Wilson administration,” said an- 
other republican senator, looking fix- 
edly at democratic members. ‘The 
French landed marines at Port au 
Prince to protect their nationals. We 
lost no time in getting a ship there 
and landing marines ourselves and tell- 
ing the French they need not linger.” 

President Wilson took that action 
to prevent a breach of the Monroe 
doctrine by France and it was similar 
action which President Coolidge took, 
Mr. Kellogg pointed out, in interven- 
ing in Nicaragua for the protection 
not only of Americans but of foreign- 
ers. ‘The British, Italian and Bel- 
gian governments had appealed to the 
United States for protection of their 
nationals in Nicaragua and it was 
evident that if we should not act 
these governments would do what 
France did in Haiti. 

Two Nervous Men. 

One member of the committee said 
that the scene in. the session behind 
osed doors was amusing. 

“There were two nervous men 
there,”’ he said. “One at each end 
of the table.” : 

He oan to Chairman Borah and 
Keilogg. Mr. Borah steod 
most the time behind his chair, 
leaning on its back and gazing intent- 
ly at Mr. Kellogg. He asked a few 
questions. 

One thing Mr. Borah wanted to 
know was what part Diaz took in the 
Chamorro coup d'etat. Mr. Keliogg 
thought he took no part in it. Mr. 
Borah said Diaz was the brains be- 
hind the Chamorro seizure of the gov- 
ernment from Solorzano. Proof of 
that charge he found in the fact that 
Diaz has sent Chamorro on a diplo- 
matic mission to Europe. Mr. Kellogg 
explained that Diaz had forced Cha- 
morro to resign his army command 
and had’ sent him, abroad to get him 
out of the country. 

“Why did you pick Djaz instead of 
Sacasa?”’ Mr. Borah asked. 

Congress Elected Diaz. 


“We did not pick Diaz,” replied 
Mr. Kellogg. “We did not pick any- 
one, Sacasa had left the courtry 
while he was vice president and had 
not returned when the congress elect- 
ed Diaz president-designate in accord 
with the Nicaraguan constitution. 
had nothing to do with it. But when 
we found the government was consti- 


tutionally established we recognized 
ty 4 


“Well, Sacasa was out of the coun- 
try because he was chased out by 
Chamorro when he seized the govern- 
ment,” retorted Borah. 

Senators Wheeler (democrat. Mon- 
tana) and La Follette (republican. 
Wisconsin), although not members of 
the committee, were present a while. 
suggesting questions for members to 
ask the secretary. They left before 
the examination was concluded. 


ADMINISTRATION FOES 
ARE DRIVEN TO COVER. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 


Washington, January 12.—The ad- 
ministration apparently drove to cover 
today the opponents of its Nicaraguan- 
Mexican policy when Secretary of 
State Kellogg appeared before fhe 
senate foreign relations committee and 
charged that bolshevists are attempt- 
ing to undermine American influence in 
Latin America with propaganda for 
general revolution aimed in reality at 
the United States. 

Kellogg produced many documents, 
one a 15-page memorandum quoting 
from state department reports on bol- 
sheyist activities, including many ex- 
cerpts from reports of these revolu- 
tionary organizations. 

Ttmost secrecy surrounded the for- 
eign committee meeting. Kellogg 
brought in his own stenographer and 
would not permit the senate stenog- 


Borah’s secretary was not permitted 
to be in the room. 

Kellogg's memorandum regarding 
bolshevistie influences began with this 
general statement: i 

“The bolshevik leaders have had 
very definite ideas with respect to the 
role which Mexico and Latin America 
are to play in their general program 
of world revolution. They have set up 
as one of their fundamental tasks the 
destruction of what they term Ameri- 
can imperialism as a necessary prereq- 
uisite to the successful development 
of the international revolutionary 
movement in the new world. 

“The propagation of communist 
ideas and principles in the ¥arious 
countries of Latin America is consid- 
ered secondary to the carrying on of 
prapaganda against the aims and the 
policies of the United States. Thus 
Latin America and Mexico are con- 
ceived as a base for activity against 
the United States. Communists in the 
United States have been repeatedly in- 
structed to devote special attention to 
the struggle against ‘American im- 
rerialism’ in Latin America and to 


the organization of resistance to tho 
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eas To unite the sididual pit 
}against American imperialism in ‘in- 
dividual countries in a general move- 
ment on the whole American conti- 
nent, embracing the workers of all 
countries of Latin America and the 
revolutionary forces of the United 
States. Mexico is a natural connecting 
link between the ..»vement of the 
United States of North America and 
Latin. America, therefore Mexico must 
be the center of union.” 

The resolutions also called on the 
Trade Union Educational league of 
the United States to appeal to the 
workers of Latin America with a call 
to create a united front against Amer- 
ican imperialism. 

U. S. Communists Scored. . 

The state department memorandum 
continued : 

“During the past few years bol- 
shevik leaders have been giving more 
and more attentiotn to anti-America‘a 
activities in Mexico and _ Latin- 
America. Communists in the United 
States have been criticized for not 
displaying sufficient energy in this 
sphere. Very specific instructions in 
this regard were issucd to commun- 
ists in ‘the United States at the sixth 
enlarged plenary session of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the communist 
—a at “foscow, March 15, 

The sigaificance of Mexico in the 
eyes of the Russian soviet government 
is revealed, the state department mem- 
orandum said, in the report of 
Chicherin, soviet foreign minister, in 
March, 1925: 

“We have succeeded in reestablish- 
ing diplomatic relations which give 
us a political base ita the new conti- 
nent, with the neighbor of the United 
States, Mexico. The Mexican govern- 
ment is based on the right of trade 
unions and the radical small bourge- 
boise. Te soviet republic is extraor- 
dinarily popular in Mexico. Our 

lenipotentiary representative, Pest- 
covsly, met in Mexico the most en- 
thusiastic reception, receiving con- 
stantly from all sides expressions of 
the most friendly, even enthusiastic, 
attitue toward the soviet republic. 
Mexico gives us, thus, a very con- 
venient political base in America for 
developraent of our further ties.” 
Inspired By Moscow. 

The state department memorandum 
charged that bolshevist activities ita 
Latin-America were directly inspired 
by Moscow. 

“In accordance with 
structions,” the state department 
memorandum read, “the American 
communists during the last two years 
have been placing special emphasis on 
their anti-American work ia Mexico 
and Latin America. Considerable at- 
tention was given to this matter at 
the fourth conv ention of the workers 
{communist ) party ta Chicago August 

21-30, 1925. A special organization, 
known as the All-American Anti- 
Imperialist league, has been created 
by the American communists to carry 
out the instructions of Moscow in the 
mater of organizing Latin America 
agarast the United States.” 

The memorandum quoted from a 
report made at this convention as 
follows : 

“Under the present central exec- 
utive committee the workers party of 
America has for the first time made 
anti-imperialist work one of its basic 
activities. The outstanding feature 
of our work against American im- 
perialism is that it has entered the 
field of active, practical cooperation 

with the oppressed peoples of Ameri- 
can imperialism, the most importarat 
step in this connection being the suc- 
cessful organization of “the All- 
American Anti-Imperialistic league. 

Committee Is Elected, 


“In January of this year (1925) 
a subcommittee was elected by the cen- 
tral executive committee which as- 
suined charge of all the anti-imperial- 
ist activities of the party. This com- 
mittee prepared material for cam- 
paigns, furnished articles on imperial- 
ism for the party press, drew up 
Mmanifestos and leaflets and Was the 
medium through which the party co- 
operated with anti-imperialist organi- 
zations in Latin America. Manifestos 
were issued to the Cuban labor con- 
gress held at Havana, to the inter- 
national marine transport workers’ 
convention held at New Orleans, sev- 
eral manifestos to the Mexican work- 
ers and to the Filipinos, a_ spe- 
cial May day manifesto to the 
workers of Latin America, a mani- 
fegio in connection with the Tacna- 
Arica affair—and other manifestos 
and leaflets which will be referred to 
later on. 

“Direct contact with Mexico was 
maintained throughout the period, 
through the visits of Comrades John- 
stone, Gomez and Lovestone to Mexi- 
co and through steady correspondence. 
(‘comrade Wagenknecht visited’ the 
Pilippines and established connec- 
iets there. Correspondence connec- 
lions were also established with great- 
er or less success, with practically 
every country in [Latin America, as

well as with Hawasi and the Philip- 
i pines. ‘Through our activities five 
Iilipino

“Our party has carried on a con- 
sistent campaign, both in this coun- 
try and in Latin America, 
the ‘labor imperialism’ of the 
called Pan-American Federation 
Labor.

Federation of Labor at Mexico City 
in November of last year (1924) and 
cooperated with the Mexican party in 
its strategy in connection with the 
convention. 

Gomez Sent to Mexico. 

“Comrade Gomez was sent to Mex- 
ico in April of this vear (1925) and 
attended the convention of the com- 
munist party of Mexico as fraternal 
delegate from our party. During this 
visit plans for joint action of the 
Mexico-Central American § and 
United States parties against the im- 
perialistic policies of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor’ were 
adopted. 

“Our party was largely instrumen- 
tal in the establishment of the All- 
American Anti-Imperialist league, 
which, although organized only a few 
months ago and still in its initial 
stages, has aroused a real response in 
i J.atin America despite the miserably 
small sums which we were able to 
put into this work. The All-Ameri- 
can Anti-Imperialist league was in- 
dorsed by the communist interna- 
| tionale and the red internationale of 
labor unions. 

“The All-American Anti-Imperialist 
league has a special secretariat lo- 
cated in Mexico City, under whose 
supervision the Monthly Spanish Lan- 
guage, organ of the league, which has 
now published five issues, is edited, 
as well as special manifestos, leaf- 
lets, etc. Our party has contributed 
toward defraying expenses of the 
monthly magazine, El Libertador, and 
towards other expenses of the Mexico 
City secretariat, but lack of funds 
has made it impossible to give ade- 
quate support in this respect. 

“A regular section of the All-Amer- 
ica Anti- -Imperialist, league, has been 
formed in Cuba, with Julio Antonio 
Mella as secretary, and is extremely 
active, holding mass meetings, lectures, 
etc., labor, peasant and student or- 

anizations in Costa Rica, Panama, 

Ilvador and Peru, have affiliated 
with the league, but no regular sec- 
tions have formed in these -coun- 
tries as yet. Contacts have been estab- 
lished with some of the foremost in- 
tellectuals of Latin-America, who are 
supporting the league and writing for 
its wey organ. 

Attack on Wall Street. 

The state department said that the 
activities of American communists ir 
Central America were summed up in 
resolutions of the workers party execu- 
tive committee on November 12, 1926, 


which stated: 
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against Wall cihect ‘Wee te particu-|: 
larly the present attitude of the Calles 
vernment in Mexico, its. general 
-Americanism, its tendency - -to- 

ward cooperation with the All-America 
Anti-Imperialist league, and the deci- 
sion of President Calles to send a 
personal representative to the Brussels 
world conference agaimst imperialism. 

“In* spite of many. handicaps, we 
have done much to build the All-Amer- 
ica Anti-Imperialist league into an 
organization engaged in actual strug- 
gle against imperialism. We _ have 
carried on systematic work inside the 
Pan-American Federation of Labor 
and have achieved some valuable re- 
sults there. We have participated in 
work against United States imperi- 
alism in a number of Latin-American 
countries, notably Mexico, Porto Rico, 
Cuba, Panama and Peru. We have 
also established some contact with the 
Philippine independence movement, al. 
though we have yet to establish our 
own nucleus there. 

“The main task immediately ahead 
is the building of a substantial sec- 
tion of the All-Amersean Anti-Imperi- 
alist league in the United States itself, 
This will be accomplished through the 
affiliation of groups organized around 
specific issues, such as hands-off-Mex- 
ico committees, etc. The workers 
(communist) party must remain the 
central factor in the United Staics 
section of the All-America Anti-Im- 
perialism league grouping around itself 
as closely as possibly other, working 
class organizations.”

WILL SEEK $10,000,000.

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Washington, January 12.—(/)—A 
return to the 1 rates on second- 
class mail matter and a restoration of 
the one-cent postage for private postal 
cards have been approved by the sen- 
ate postoffice committee which is re- 
writing the act passed to provide 
funds to meet pay incre: s2s for postal 
employees. 

Adoption of the 1920 second-class 
rates, proposed by Senator McKellar. 
democrat, Tennessee, had been urged 
by representatives of newspaper pub- 
lishers’ organizations and other second- 
class mail users. It is estimated that 
it will save publishers $7,000,000 a 
year. The approval was made by a 
10-to-2 vote. 

Besides the one-cent postal card, a 
house approval, three other house 
postal measures were reported fa- 
vorably by the committee, including 
provisions for additional charges on 
first-class matter mailed short of 
postage; authorizing the transmission 
of business reply cards through the 
mails and prescribing one cent for each 
two ounces for privately mailed pub- 
lieations entered as _ second-class 
matter. 

The McKellar amendment.only af- 
fects second-class inail matter and fur- 
ther consideration will be given by 
the committee to“that section of the 
bill relating to the poundage rate for 
news dealers’ bundles. 


Trades Body Urges

plete revision of Georgia state laws 
and immediate action by city officials

News tonight that he had offered the 
assignment to Major George ' K. 
Shuler, marine corps reserve officer, 
former state treasurer of New York. 
He is the officer who was assigned 
by Secretary Denby to clear squat- 
ters off the Teapot Dome oi] reserve 
when Harry F. Sinclair obtained eg- 
elusive drilling rights under Secretary 
Fall and Secretary Denby.

History’s Day Book 


BY SAM W. SMALL 


JANUARY 13. 

In recent times there has been much 
discussion of the political safety and 
righteousness of longer allowing the 
supreme court of the United States to 
declare a law of congress unconsti- 
tutional by a five-to-four decision. 


On this date in 1868 the house of 
representatives in the congress passed 
a bill providing that five members 
shall be a quorum of the supreme 
that the concurrence of 
of the court should be 
necessary to decide adversely the con- 
stitutionality of an act of congress. 

This action was promoted by those 
congressmen who feared that the su- 
preme court, upon some test case, 
might, by a bare majority, decide that 
the “reconstruction acts,” abolishing 
the statehood of ten southern states 
and putting them into five military 
districts, to be unconstitutional. 


Those radicals had carefully weighed 
the supposed sentiments of the 
members of the court and had a 
decided fear that the fate of the re- 
construction acts in their hands would 
be in jeopardy. But the fear was 
groundless. The court decided the acts 
within the power of congress and the 
legislation designed to give a minor- 
ity of the court power to control its 
decisions went no further then. 

But, growing out of certain deci- 
sions made in recent years in cases 
in which the labor elements of our 


‘people were concerned, a new move- 


ment sprang up to limit the power 
of the court to decide the constitu- 
tionality of acts of congress, 


The late Senator La Follette pro- 
posed that an act of congress decided 
to be unconstitutional, if repassed by 
congress, should be constitutional; in 
other words, making congress the 
final authority as to the requirements 
of the constitution affecting national] 
legislation. 


In 1923 Senator Borah introduced 
a bill to require that seven of the 
nine members of the supreme court 
shall concur before an act of con- 
gress could be declared unconstitu- 
tional. In other words, those judges 
eould make it possible for an act of 
congress to operate unimpeded that six 
judges were convinced was clearly vio- 
lative of the constitution. 


That can and does happen in Ohio, 
but it is searcely likely that the 
American people as a whole will per- 
mit such a form of despotism.

That Gasoline Tax. 

Members of congress from states 
that levy and collect a tax on gaso- 
line in aid of their highway funds are 
awaiting with anxiety the decision 
that the supreme court will make in 
the case from the state of Washing- 
ton that was recently argued before 
the high tribunal. 

Should the court conclude that the 
gasoline tax is a toll taken from the 
users of the highways and is in viola- 
tion of the federal aid highway act 
that forbids the application of. federal 
aid funds on roads whereon a toll is 
taken, it would seriously affect all 
but four of the state highway systems 
in the country. Georgia would be one 
of those states that would suffer 
heavily. 

There is a well-reasoned fear that 
the supreme court, following obvious 
precedents, may find that the gasoline

Several 
forms of a curative amendment have 
already been prepared for introduc- 
tion in the event the tax should be 
declared a toll, and the decision is 
made before this session of congress 
is too far advanced toward adjourn- 
ment for action to.be taken. 

It has been suggested by one Geor- 
gia member that an avoidance amend- 
ment be enacted anyhow and with- 
out reference to what the decision of 
the supreme court may be when it is 
handed down.

50,000 men, women and children who 
had heen taken into captivity by. the 
Babylonians between the years 598 


His announcement of the advent of 
redemption beginning with the well 
known lines: 

“Who is this coming from Edom, 


Raw-red his garments from Bozrah?” 
has the stateliness and solemnity of 
a Beethoven symphony. He empha- 
sized.the sovereignty and majesty of 
God “manifested in creation, in his- 
tory and in the career of His ancient 
people as well as in individual lives. 

The degradation of idolatry, the 
need for religious loyalty and devo- 
tidn on the part of the exiles, the cer- 
tainty of their return from Babylon 
through the interposition: of Cyrus. 
and the remarkable delineation of 
Jehovah's suffering servant in the 
fifty-third chapter are the chief char- 
acteristics of his message. Principal 
Sir George Adam Smith's commentary 
on this prophet is a classic which 
shoulf be in every intelligent man’s 
library.

A danger and non-danger situation 


exists when Declarer has a suit which. 


is vulnerable if led through, but not 
fil.d up to. There is no case, how- 
ever, in which one hand is so danger- 
ous and the other so safe as when a 
long adverse suit is established in one 
adverse hand, with no cards of it in 
the other.

To illustrate, we give the most un- 
favorable distribution of the adverse 
cards; it will be seen that with such 
distribution finessing into the non- 
danger hand would still allow Declarer 
to make game, while finessing the 
other way would not.

Italy Joins Allies. 

After a few months of ceaseless agi- 
tation, Italy joined the allies. 

Mussolini felt that he could no 
longer be the guiding spirit of the so- 
{cidlist. party and its mouthpiece 
through his editorship of Avanti. 
He therefore resigned and founded a 
paper of his own, It was’ whispered 
that the French government had equip- 
ped him with the necessary money. 
The four rickety chairs, ,the two 
garret rooms, which served as editorial, 
press room and business office of the 
new journal, Ii Popolo d'Italia, gave a 
conclusive refutation ta this rumor. 

Italy.entered the war. It was Mus- 
solini’s doing.. The socialists taunt- 
ed him: “Why does not the famous

interventionist go off to war? they 
asked. Mussolini answered by en- 
listing as a private. ‘ 

The Italians are among the best 
soldiers in the world, but they must 
have a leader, a chief, to whom they 
can look up. The whole history of 
Italy shows that the people are a 
race of hero worshipers. Fascism is 
nothing new. ‘There has always to be 
a leader, a duce. In the first months 
of war Italy missed such a_ leader. 
The officers were German-trained and 
admirers of the Prussian general staff. 
The result was defeat. 

The King Visits Him. 

In October, 1917, the allies had to 
send some divisions to the Italian 
front to buck up the failing morale 
of the Italians. I saw the greatest 
confusion and chaos. The Italian 
army was not in flight—it was in'a 
disastrous rout. It had thrown up 
the sponge. The Austrians were pour- 
ing into Lombardy. ‘The morale of 
the troops depends on the officers who 
lead them.” Mussolini wrote from 
the firing line. He was wounded, a 
shell burst very close, peppering his 
body with splinters. He was moved 
to a hospital, The hospital was bom- 
barded; he was wounded anew while 
lving in bed. When the king visited 
him in the hospital Mussolini was 
still too weak to speak. He was 
covered with wounds, forty in all. 
Doctors were busy day and night, al- 
ways extracting new shell splinters. 
His eyes had sunken away in his fore- 
head; he was the shadow of his for- 
mer self, 

When convalescent the paper asked 
him for a message. ‘I am filled with 
pride,’”’” he scrawled. His return to 
Milan, in the uniform of a corporal, 
leaning on crutches and supported by 
friends, was a city-wide event. 

fut he was hardly able to walk 
when he volunteered to go back to the 
front.

IN’ VIRGINIA FIRE 


Rocky Mount, Va., January 12.— 
(?)—One girl was burned to death 
and ten others ~vere injured by jump- 
ing from windows of the Black Prince 
Overall company’s plant, which, with 
six othe? buildings, was destroyed by 
fire today. The body of Miss Annie 
Brown, an employee of the overall 
factory, where the fire was discovered, 
was found this afternoon by firemen. 
The ten injured girls were taken to 
hospitals in Roanoke, The loss was 
estimated by the mayor at over 
$100,000, while some business men 
say it will amount to $250,000. 

The exact origin of the fire is not 
known.

Governor Ritchie already has 
served seven years in the executive 
mansion, in itssIf a Maryland prece- 
de=*, With completion of his present 
term he will have served 11 years, a 
greater number than any governor of 
any other state in the union. 

While he personally avoided all al- 
lusion to 1928 presidential honors, 
the governor saw plentifully sprin- 
kled in the throng that jammed the 
historic state house to hear his in- 
augural address gold badges emblaz- 
oned “Ritchie for president.” 

The governor decried “sumptuary 
laws regulating personal practices and 
relations” and declared them to be 
“fast crowding out established. Ameri- 
an institutions.” 

“We have drifted too far down the 
stream of federal centralization,” he 
said, “Government should not be a 
master, but a servant. 

“If you let the inherent and his- 
torical character of your government 
change; if you let the states yield 
their vitality and become anaemic 
and dependent things; if you look on 
while centralization breeds its bureau- 
rats, its petty tyranny and its in- 
competency; if unprotestingly -you 
stand by while the rights of citizen- 
ship are confiscated. then do not say 
the fault lies in the stars when lib- 
erty and equality of opportunity fade 
and tolerance bids the land farewell.” 

“The bill of rights,” he asserted, 
“was not written into the constitu- 
tion as a mere expression of politi- 
cal theory... I am becoming strong 
in the conviction that not much longer 
now will Maryland stand almost alone 
in her fight for the preservation of its 
guarantees.” 

Turning to the cost of government, 
Governor Ritchie said: 

“We do not protest against the 
ever-growing expenditures of the fed: 
eral government wherever these sup- 
ply the needs of the poe or add 
to the resources of effectiveness of 
the nation. 

“It ig against the bureaucraft sys 
tem of the federal government, re 
mote from the people, with the bur- 
densome, perplexing and prying laws 
lacking popular sanction, its red ta 
and general incompetency of subordi- 
nates performing duties of responsi- 
bility—it is against the pyramiding 
of the cost of these things to the tax- 
payers of the country that I -pro- 
test.” 

He declared the nation is embarked 
upon a third era following the first 
of incomprehension of dual citizen- 
ship in both state and nation, and 
the second of nationalistic tendencies 
after the civil war in which the strug- 
gle “far from the old one for state 
supremacy over the federal govern- 
ment in the federal domain, has be- 
come one for very state existence 
against the federal government’s in- 
vasions of the states’ own domain. 

“These things are not political ab- 
stractions of governmental fantasies,” 
he said. “They are the practicai, 
real, living stages in the most vital 
work of construction which the world 
knows—the endless building of a na- 
tion.”

LESSENS SMOKE 


Many cities in. the United States 
have reduced the smoke nuisance ap- 
proximately 70 per cent, E. J. Rowe, 
of Birmingham, southern sales man- 
ager for the Semet-Solvay company, 
told a group of coal dealers Wednes- 
day night at the Ansley hotel. Rep- 
resentatives from the Randall Coal 
company and the Marietta Coal and 
Iee company were entertained with a

Mr. Rowe is enthusiastic over pros- 
pects of his firm in the south and 
said that many northern cities already 
have begun the use of coke as more 
expedient for heatin~ and power pur- 
poses.

The Semet-Solvay company handles 
only Semet-Solvay coke, which is spe- 
cially prepared to be smokeless and 
sootless. Mr. Rowe is of the firm of 
Adams, Rowe and Norman, with head- 
quarters in Birmingham, and handles 
the southern sales of the company. 

Approximately $40,000 will be spent 
in advertising Semet-Solvay coke this 
year and will be continued in the fu- 
ture, he said. The company has done 
a $10,000,000 annual business for the 
past four years and, with the exploi- 
tation in new territory, will greatly 
increase this.

FINANCING BUYERS 
OF HOMES ARGUED 


Miami, Fla., January 12.—(/)— 
Two changes in the method of finane- 
ing home buyers by building and loan 
associations which would reduce the 
present heavy expense of second mort- 
gage loans were recommended by the 
National Association of Real Estate 
Boards at its annual meeting here to- 
day by a special committee appointed 
by the association to confer with a 
similar committee of the United States 
League of Building and Loan associa- 
tions in reference to mutual problems. 

The recommendations are: 

(1) That the basis for a loan by 
the building and loan association be 
a careful appraisal of the property on 
which the loan is to be made rather 
than a fixed percentage of its pur- 
chase price, 

(2) That loans be made to a larger 
percentage of the appraised value, this 
change to be effected through extend- 
ing the period of amortization. 

The report was submitted to the as- 
sociation by Harry E. Gilbert, Balti- 
chairman of the association's 
special committee.

: CURB MARKET. 

New York, January 12,—Today’s ¢urh ex- 
change trading was similar in character 
to that of previous recent sessions; the 
market as a whole was irregular but spe- 
cial issues displayed independent strength. 
South American oils, led by Carib, again 
were the most active group, but early 
strength was not wholly maintained, and 
the gain on the day was negligible. Oné 
of the interesting developments of the day 
was a gain of several points in Libby- 
Owens Sheet Glass on a few transactions. 
This was due to news that a banking 
group, including Belgian interests, had ac- 
quired control of the corporation.

WALL STREET JOURNAL. 

Again today the efforts of professionals 
working for lower prices were arrested by 
the good demand for standard stocks in- 
duced by easier money conditions. For the 
first time since the end of July specula- 
tive borrowings were available throughout 
the session at 4 per cent. Funds for stock 
market purposes were offered under that 
situation with regard to credit tended to 
figure in the outside market and the whole 
emphasize the point that an abundance of 


money was seeking employment. This situa- 
tion was reflected in active buying of 
Atchison, Reading, New York Central, Al- 
lied Chemical and other seasoned issues 
which have speculative attraction in addi- 
tion to holding forth a better return than 
the bond market. With funds flowing rap- 
ildly into stocks of this kind the attempts 
of the bear crowd tg force lower »rices 
in the general list were accorded only 
temporary success. During the first thré 
hours heavy selling was directed against 
Steel, General Motors, Baldwin, Hudson and 
other speculative leaders, and the heaviness 
of these issues conveyed the impression 
of support that the market as a whole was 
on the threshold of a severe break, but 
was encountered at crucial points, and the 
afternoon dealings were marked by a brisk 
recovery under the leadership of invest- 
ment shares. 
NEW YORK EVENING POST. 

Local reserve bank directors will meet to- 
morrow afternoon and with the street dis- 
cussing the likelihood of a reduction in the 
discount rate interest is naturally wide- 
spread. Only a short time ago the specula- 
tive element was somewhat fearful of an 
increase. A cut is regarded as foreshadowed 
by the current decline in commercial ‘paper 
and trade acceptance of open market rates. 
But whatever may come in the course: of 
the next several weeks, conservative bank- 
ers are not expecting any lowering of the 
rate at tomorrow’s meeting. The arrival 
of the head of the Bank of England served 
to add fuel te the fires. 


Hudson Motors went down easily as bear 
pressure released a steady stream of stop- 
loss selling in that stock. When Hudson 
was pushing forward persistently about a 
week ago, buying gave rise to reports that 
news of a shifting of control was within 
the realm of possibility during the show 
week. With the motor demonstration now 
about half over, nothing of the sort has 
developed and demand for the stock ap- 
pears to have petered out. Speculators 
as a general rule show a_ disposition to 
lighten up their holdings in the group as 
a whole. At the low levels Hudson was 
down more than 7 points from the top of 
last week’s move. 


NEW YORK 
Most of the radio stocks, particularly 
Radio corporation, have been reactionary 
of late. This is in keeping with the sea- 
sonal decline in the business and reflects 
also the present highly competitive state 
of the industry. The recent Crosley-DeFerest 
combination, it is said, is quite likely to 
make considerable inroads into Radio cor- 
poration’s set business.

The Day in Finance Signs Seem To Be tD 


That Stock Market Has Gone 
Stale, Traders Find. 


New York, January 12.—Signs in- 
creased today that the stock market 


has gone stale and is in need of fresh 
constructive news to get the level of 
prices above the existing high mark. 
It was on December 20 that the aver- 
age price of 50 stocks made its new 
high for all time at 142.35. Then 
there was a decline of 54 points to 
156.82 on January 4, followed by a 
quick recovery to 139.83 since when 
the price movement has been extreme- 
ly narrow. Professional traders, bear- 
ish merely on the existing high price 
level, do not get anywhere in selling 
the market short, and on the other 
hand those working for higher prices 
appear to have used up all of their 
ammunitiion, including cheaper money. 

A favorable decision on the rail- 
road valuation case from the supreme 
court undoubtedly would run the out- 
standing short interest in the stock 
market to cover. A cut in the redis- 
count rate or a settlement with Mexico 
would probably have the same result. 
But without some new constructive 
development the chances are that the 
professional traders who are bearish 
on the market will be next in the sad- 
dle if only for a technical reaction. 

Call money renewed at 4 per cent

Chicago, Tanuary 12.—(4)—Decided 
upturns in wheat today resulted large- 
ly from scantiness of Chicago stocks 
and from buying for big traders short 
of supplies to fill future contracts. 
Wheat closed unsettled, 1 1-2c to 2e 


net higher, corn 3-8e to 3-4c up, oats 
at 1-4c decline to 3-8c advance, and 
provisions unchanged to 30c off. 
Contributing to the buying move- 
ment in the wheat market was inde- 
pendent strength of rye, with export 
business today in rye estimated to 
total 450,000 bushels. Meanwhile, pre- 
dictions were current that less than 
500,000 bushels of wheat would be on 
hand here for settlement of contracts 
at the end of May. According to 
trade gossip, Chicago can not draw 
wheat from any source until the mar- 
ket here shows a much greater pre- 
nium than at present over other do- 
mestic centers. Even then, the amount 
likely to be forwarded to Chicago is 
small, it is contended, southwest 
wheat in particular because of su- 
perior quality being well cleaned up. 


Above $1.40 for May, however, 
speculative selling of wheat today was 
resumed, and the market tone at the 
finish was nervous. Primary stocks 
were showing a little increase, and 
reports were circulated that the move- 
ment of wheat from Argentina may 
expand with a rush, farmers in that 
country being under financial neces- 
sity of marketing their grain quickly. 
The apparent outlook is that the 
southern hemisphere will only supply 
about half the Européan demand. 

Corn and oats were governed most- 
lv by the action of wheat and rve. 
Colder weather was forecast for the 
main corn belt, preceded by snow over 
a Wide area. 

Provisions were easier on account 
of a sag in hog values.

WV RUM SCANDAL

New York, January 12.—(P)—A 
story of how General Lincoln C. An- 
drews, assistant secretary of the treas- 
ury in charge of prohibition enforce- 
ment, was mentioned in connection 


with a rum-running plot. as being in 


on a deal to receive $100,000 graft an- 
nually, was told in federal court to- 
day by an “under-cover”’ government 
agent. 

The witness, Samuel D. Briggs, 
identified himself as a secret agent 
for A. Bruce Bielaski, head of secret 
operatives of the federal prohibition 
enforcement bureau. He gave his tes- 
titnony at the trial of Frank and Ed- 
ward Costello and 15 others indicted 
for conspiracy for violation of pro- 
hibition tay 

Briggs said that in 1925, while he 
Was executive officer of coast guard 
base No. 4, New London, Conn., he 
met Phillip J. Coffey. one of the de- 
fendants. He was told in a conver- 
sation, Briggs said, that General An- 
drews was to receive $2,000 for each 
trip by the Athena, a rum running 
schooner, and that it had been ar- 
ranged that the Athena make a trip 
every week without molestation by the 
coast guard. 

At the time he met Coffey, Briggs 
said, there was with Coffey a man 
introduced to him as “Mr. Wilson.” 
Briggs quoted Coffey as saying that 
he should not worry about “Mr, Wil- 
son” as “Wilson” was General An- 
drews’ personal agent, and was there 
to help arrange for the Athena to 
make regular weekly trips. 

A total of $1,200 was given him, 
Briggs testified, as his share of bribes 
paid the coast guard for permitting 
rum running to continue. The money, 


he said, was turned over to his com: | 


manding officer, F. H. Young. ‘Twelve 
$100 bills were identified by Briggs as 
those paid him. He made identifica- 
tion by consulting memoranda he said 
he had made at the time.
